If they want an appropriate sym­ 
bol, they should be washing the flag, not burn­ 
ing it.”

acidly critical of the administration’s 
handling of the Vietnam war, among other things, 
Thomas emphasized to the students that he had 
affection as well as 
criticism for his country 
and advised them to have the same.

ern-day dissenters could display a little more 
of - - not the conventional patriotism that waves 
the flag and shouts, ‘‘My country, right or wrong,” 
but an affection that springs from a deep belief 
in and loyalty to the ideals on which the nation 
was founded.

ference between an old crusader who will go 
on championing those ideals until his last breath 
and those whose motto seem s to be: 
“ Turn 
on, drop out and tear down.”

None of which has anything to do 
with the functioning of his mind, as was evident 
in what may have been his farewell speech, 
given before an international conference of stu­ 
dents.

This is something mod­ 
ern-day dissenters could display a little more 
of -- not the conventional patriotism that waves 
the flag and shouts, “ My country, right or wrong,” 
but an affection that springs from a deep belief 
in and loyalty to the ideals on which the nation 
was founded.

and those whose motto seems to be:
